I ran to where the 
body was and discovered that the 
bear had returned to the body 
and had been shot by Wayne Wes- 
ton. The bear weighed about 125 
pounds and was very thin. I re- 
turned to the cabin and got Ran- 
dolph Wilson and Harry Hoids- 
worth and we went to wheré we 
left the body and carried it out 
and put it in Holdsworth’s car.” 

The bear was taken to Sault Ste. 
Marie where a coroner and veteri- 
narian opened the stomach. Next 
morning the bear was flown to a 
Conservation Laboratory in Lan- 
sing, Michigan. The only rea- 
sonable explanation the officials 
could find is the fact that adult 
bears weigh between 250-300 
pounds. Various tests were taken 
on the brain and spinal cord. All 
tests were negative.

Taken into account in the sur- 
vey were all types of accidents, 
including those sustained on the 
job, in traffic, while flying, while 
swimming or boating and in the 
home. The last is by far the most 
frequent. 

During the year ending June 30, 
1958, reports the Government, 
some 47,000,000 people in the na- 
tion were involved in accidents 
that called for medical attention 
or required confinement for a 
day or more. 

Among residents of Crawford 
County, in the 12-month period 
ending January I, 1958, there were 
3 fatalities resulting from acci- 
dents, states the Public Health 
Service in its recently-issued re- 
port. All 3 of these were due to 
auto accidents.
